Mrs. Calvin Coolidge—Medium pink with yellow throat. Edges of petals are pleasingly 
crinkled. 3 for 35c 


Ocean Spray—lIvory white blooms with creamy throats, very lovely.

Perky—Nice little butterfly type in scarlet red. Each 15c, 3 for 40c 
Piccolo—Tiny face-up, white with bright red throat. Hach 15c, 3 for 40c

hair line in lower lip. Aptly named, a fine corsage flower. Each 50c

American Beauty—3% feet. Aptly named, a formal decorative in bright American

Barbara Doane—3¥% feet. A lovely frilly cactus, rose-pink with paler centers. $1.00 
Dave Platt—5 feet. White formal decorative, lasting well when cut. $1.00 
Druidsville—2% feet. Starry white cactus. $1.00 
Graeffin Moltke—4% feet. A new formal decorative from Holland, with small perfect 

blooms of dusty pink. $1.50 
Happy-Go-Lucky—5 feet. Formal decorative, red and white. $1.00 
Jescot Gilda—3%4 feet. Formal decorative, An odd brown-red, the petals tipped with 

gold, especially good in cool weather. $1.25 


Target—3% feet. A bright orange cactus, handsome and showy. $1.25

Clover—14%4 inches—5 feet. Very tiny cream white pom with fluted petals. 50c 
Belle of Springfield—1%, inches—4 feet. Rich red. | 50c 
Bantam—1% inches—4 feet. A nice little scarlet red. 50c 


Haak’s Glow—1% inches—5 feet. We’re growing this instead of Glow, which we’ve dis- 
continued. Haak’s Glow is a more. pleasing shade of old rose, and has better habits. 


It will be substituted for Glow in our Old Faithful collection. 45c 
Little Marvel—11%4 inches—4 feet. Vivid red pom. 50c

MINIATURE DAFFODILS 

Gvcisshineuss-The golden yellow cyclamen flowered daffodil, distinctive and different. 
Trumpet is straight and tube-like, nicely serrated; perianth is reflexed like a cycla- 
men. A native of Spain and Portugal, where it grows near mountain streams and 
flooded meadows, it likes a dampish sandy peat soil, and should be left undisturbed 
for years. Flowers fr om mid-February to mid- March. Seldom offered in this country.

Shot Silk—A charming Triandrus hybrid, with three creamy- -white starry flowers toa 
stem. Graceful and appealing. ~ Each 35c, 3 for $1.00 
Triandrus Calathinus—Considered one of the most beautiful small daffodils in existence. 
Two to three snow white flowers, twice as large as Triandrus albus, on 7 inch stems. 
Perfect for pots or rockery. Likes a-mixture of leaf mold, heath soil, and sand, with 
a little bone flour added. Originally found off the coast of Brittany, the sea has now 
swept away all traces there, Rare. Each $1.00, 3 for $2.75 
Tazetta Grandiflora—The old-fashioned | Paper White, so popular for forcing indoors, 

in either soil or water. Hardy outdoors in mild climates. '

BABY GLADIOLUS = 
Red Bride—An unusual garden flower, with tall graceful stems, and many odd star- 
shaped red flowers, with silvery reverses. 3 feet. 3 for 45c, 12 for $1.50 
Gladiolus -Byzantinus—One of ‘the so-called Hardy Glads, from Europe, Byzantinus 
can stand down’ to 30 below. It may be left in'the grotind from year to year, ina 
sunny, well-drained location. eee are Ute -purple, with white markings, 7 to 15 
to the stem.
